THE- following pages are the substance 
of a Leflure occasionally r^d to the 
young Gentlemen of Christ College in 
the first Tenzu being designed as a sup- 
plement to the Elementary Rules c£ Greek 
Prosody. 

It has bf^n a frequent subjeA of com- 
plaint, that the books already written on 
this branch of Grammar are wanting in 
didactic perspicuity, and are rather calcu- 
lated to establish the Proficient, than to 
assist the Learner. I except not Morell's 
Thesaurus itself, to which it has been 
almost universally objeded, that the quan- 
tities of words are not marked, and that 
several references are made to the most 
difficult species of Verse. This obje6lion, 
frivolous as it may seem, ought surely to 
be regarded by those who consult the im- 
provement of young Scholars to whom the 
subjedt 
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subject of Greek Quantity is new, and 
who are entirely unprepared to scan the 
verse to which they are referred. For 
though an useful treatise on Greek Pro- 
sody is prefixed to the Thesaurus, yet 
that treatise, from the manner and number 
of it's rules and instances, appears formi- 
dable to all but the Great Schools, and 
is for that reason, among others, too often 
overlooked. 

Hephxstion and Terentianus Maurus, 
to whose authority so just a deference is 
paid by other writers, are confessedly 
placed out of the reach of beginners,— 
the one from it's being written in Greek 
—the other from the abstruseneas of it's 
style. These considerations, concurring , 
with the desire of several respectable 
Masters of Schools, have induced me to 
print this Analysis ; and I hope that the 
plain and compendious form, in which the 
rules are here exhibited, may prepare the 
way to more difficult treatises, and facili- 
tate the progress of Classical Students in 
general, as much as it has produced this 
etfeft where I am more immediately con- 
cexned.

METRE 'is "an arrangement of Syllables 
and Feel according to certain Rules." la 
this abftraft and general fenfe it comprehends in- 
difcriminately eitlicr an entire Verfe, a part of a 
Verfe, or any number of Verfes. But "a Metre" 
in a fpecific fenfe means *' a combinatioa of two^ 
Fetty" and fometimes only cne' Foot. 

In the firft fenfe Metre is divided into nine

Each fpecies derives it's name from the/oot that 
prevails * in it. But other feet, befides that from 
which the fpecies is denominated, are admiflible 
under certain reftriftions (to be mentioned here- 
after) and in the knowledge of thefc principally 
conlifts the Art of Scaaining. Ic is not hpwever 
fufficient merely to know to which of thefe fpecies 
a Vcrfe is to be referred, but the Student muft 
alfo examine how many feet, or how many pairs of 
feet, or Metres are to be found in it. He will 
then be able to annex another name according to 
the number of thefe Metres, and will call it either 

MONOMETER — DiMETER — TriMETER — TE- 
TRAMETER — Pentameter — or Hexameter.

THE two laft terms of the general name are 
reduced to one for the fake of brevity in par- 
ticular cafes. 1 . Where a Verfe of a given fpecies 
confifls of two feet and a half, it is called a Peti' 
fhemimer'.

BESIDES the divifion of the Verfe into 
Metres and Feet, wtiters have taken notice of 
another divifion into two parts only, owing to the 
nacural intermiflion of the voice in reading it. 
This is called the Pause, which necefiarily ends 
with a word( and k's diliance from the bediming 
is generally, though flot invariably, determined by 
the length of (he Verfe. 

Heroic Verfes and Trtnieter'' Iambics are efteemed 
moil harmonious, when the Paule falls upon the 
jfr/ Syllable of ihe third Foot. In Iambic and Tro- 
chaic Tetrameters, it's place is at tit etui of the 
Jecond Metre. Thefe rules, which are far from 
being general, are more obferved by the Roman' 
than Greek Poets. In Anapseftic" Verfes, and 
Pjeonic, no place is alTigned to the Paiife, becaufe, 
iince the Metres (if rightly conftructed) end with 
a word, the effeft of a Paufe will be produced at 
the end pf each Metre. The fame may be ob- 
ferved of Ionic a minore.

— Many Verfes which 
appear incapable of being reduced to rule, by 
transferring a Word or Syllable to or from the 
next line, become ' correA and regular. We are
